New' York. June 3 — German submarines operating off the New J e r ­ 


sey coast sunk several American vessels during; the night, the crews a r ­ 


riving reporting the sinkings. 
The maritime exchange is credited with 


the report that fifteen vessels have bein sunk. 
The first attack was on 


the schooner 
Edward 
Cole, 
seventy-five miles off the New Jersey coast 


at four o’clock yesterday afternoon, and the crew was landed here this 


morning. 
A steamer and several other ships were sunk. 
Capt. New­ 


comb said two submarines flying the German naval ensign captured the 


schooner Cole. 
They fired two shots into Hie how’, then gave the crew 


IO minutes to abandon the ship and then blew’ he nip with bombs.

the crew took to their boats they saw one submarine turn and chase a 
steamer. 


The New York port officials have ordered all boats to stay in the h a r ­ 
bor and a submarine net was strung across the entire entrance 


The Cole's crew didn’t have an opportunity to talk to the Germans. 


However the submarines were large as each carried two

Director McAdoo, 
which 
fixes a scale of h ig h e r wages. 
The 
increase Is based on the wages paid 
In 1915. and it takes some c o m p u ta ­ 
tion to arrive at the exact am o u n t 
which each man will get, 
Down in some d e p a rtm en ts they 
have lied several raises and some fig­ 
ured they might be owin g the co m ­ 
pany at the finish, at least th a t is the 
conclusion arrived at by a St. Cloud 
m an who draw s a top notch salary 
and says he 
now owes th e 
Great 
N o rth e rn $1.76 a month. 
Locally no s ta te m e n t could be ob­ 
tained from the railway shops offices. 
In St. Cloud th e Jo u rn al Press com­ 
m ents on th e situ atio n as follows: 
T he Great N o rth e rn shop men, for 
instance, have received three a d v a n c ­ 
es since t h a t time, one in 1916 and 
two in 1917, which in all a m o u n ts on 
the average to som ething like 30 per 
cent. 
This advance must he tak en 
in to consideration. 
F o r example, th" man who in 1915 
was receiving $50 a month, would be 
now receiving

$65. 
Under the McAdoo order, if he had
